ADMITS MISTAKES MADE. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Dr. John 
R. Mott, chairman of the War Work 
Council of the Y.M.C.A., discussed 
in detail here tonight adverse criti- 
cisms directed against the organiza- 
tion by soldiers here and in France. 
He vigorously defended the work 
of the organizations as a whole, but 
did not deny that in isolated cases 
there was just ground for com- 


plaint. 
Dr. Mott said 200 men and women 


| had been recalled from France be- 


cause of unfitness and announced 
that there would be a general “tight- 
ening up” to correct conditions 
which have resulted in criticisms. 
He stated that George W. Perkins, 
Mortimer H. Schiff and F. 8. Brook - 
man have gone abroad for the ex- 
press purpose of eliminating, so far 
as possible, any further cause for 
complaint. 

“It is the history of every great 
effort that mistakes are made, and 


no one, no matter how exalted her 


person or how unimpeachable his in- 
tegrity, can escape. Other impor- 
tant organizations have passed 
through a similar experience. 89 
with the Y. Md. C. A. There is no phase 
of its work that has been left un- 
touched by critics. Much of the ad- 
verse comment d due to misconcep- 
tion or to partial knowledge.” 
EXPLAINS HIGH PRICES. 
Dr. Mott then took up the criti- 


cisms most frequently heard. He 
explained that the T. M. C. A. had not 
concerned itself specifically with 
the wounded and ill, because it had 
agreed that this work should 
be done by the Red Cross. 7 
He denied the most frequently 
heard complaint, namely, that the 
association had been profiting by op- 
eration of its canteens overseas. It 
had been agreed with*Gen. Pershing 
that if any profit were derived from 
the canteens it should be used ex- 
clusively for the benefit of the men 
of the army. 
Not only has the organization 


made no profit, he declared, but it 
has lost thousands of dollars. Ar- 


rangements have now been made, 
however, which will enable it to ob- 
tain supplies from sources that will 


reduce overhead charges and keep 


prices down. 


Dr. Mott asserted that it was not 
true that the Y.M.C.A. furnishes free 
to the men overseas nothing but 
writing paper, although he said it 
was the policy of the organization to 
give free service and not primarily 


free supplies. He added, however, 


that $75,000 worth of supplies were 
distributed gratis in September of 
this year, in addition to $150,000 
“excess of cost over selling price on 


supplies sold.“ 


Denial was made by Dr. Mott 
that a “holier than thou” attitude 
was typical of Y.M.C.A. work. He 
said also that if overseas secre 
taries were brusque in their deal 
ings with soldiers, it undoubtedly 
was due to the fact that many of 


them were on duty for eighteen 
hours at a stretch, sometimes with- 
out meals. 

ADMITS CHARGES. 


Dr. Mott did not deny the charge 
that the Y.M.C.A. had taken scores 
of men from gainful occupations, 
and, after promising overseas serv- 
ice, turned them back without occu- 
pations. He said, however, that the 


government of the United States and 


other civilian organizations had 
done the same thing. He explained 
that this was due largely to the fact 
that the War Department had in- 
dicated the strong preference that 
wherever possible Y.M.C.A. work- 
‘ers should be taken from the army 


overseas. 
The department recently has an- 


nounced, he said, that it will re 
lease officers and enlisted men who 
are especially qualified to assist in 


the educational programme and 


other activities of the Y.M.C.A. This 
will result in a large saving of 
transportation, but will embarrass 


those men who were ready for over- 
seas service. 
“Tt is unfortunate, and the sym- 


‘pathy of the V. M. CIA, goes out to 


these men,” said Dr. Mott. “but 
they are just as much casuals of 
war as if they had been discharged 
from the enlisted army. Their plight 
is one for which the Y.M.C.A. 
in no way responsible, and one 
which it cannot remedy.” 
POINTS TO HEROES. 

In answer to the charge that 
T. M. C. A. workers persistently dodged 
duty, Dr. Mott said that nine work- 
ers have been killed by shell fire 
while on duty, and 29 seriously 
gassed or wounded. Thirty-one oth- 
ers have died in service chiefly as a 
result of exposure and overwork. 
Ten have been cited for bravery or 
decorated. 

Dr. Mott explained that the War 
Work Council would submit a new 
budget to the War Department in 
connection with the expenditure of 
the $100,000,000 which was its pro- 
rata share of the fund subscribed in 
the recent United War Work cam- 
Paign.

LYDECKER SAYS SECURITY 
LEAGUE FIRED HEAD FOR 
TWISTED INTERVIEW.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.— Col. 
Charles E. Ly decker, president of 
the National Security League, today 
told the House committee investi- 


gating the organization's activities 
in the last Congressional campaign, 
that the league's expenses from De- 
cem ber 14, 1914, when it was 
formed, until last September 30, 
were $521,678. Total receipts were 
given as $619,145, this including 
membership fees and contributions 
from wealthy men. 

Col. Lydecker said activities of 
the league will not cease with the 
ending of the war and he outlined a 
pretentious educational programme 
which he said now is under cuonsid- 
eration. 

“The Congressional! committee 
which carried on the campaign last 
fall to return 100 per cent. Amer- 


work,” the witness said, and will 
endeavor to accomplish the follow- 
ing things: 

“Establish a national budget svs- 
tem, abolish rule of seniority in de- 
termining chairmenships of com- 
mittees of Congress, abolish inac- 
tive committees, pass a constitution-

“Mr. Menken gave an interview to 
reporters of the New York American 
when Mr. Hearst complained it 
Wasn't fair for the league to abuse 
him after he had rendered such aid 
to it in the early days’ of its organ- 
tation,“ Col. Lydecker said. “In 
his interview, Mr. Menken stated how 
much the Hearst publications had 
aided the league and added that the 
public’s opposition toward Hearst 
was due more to the way they looked 
at his articles rather than to the 
facts the articles really contained. 
“That statement burned its way 
into the minds of the people as 
Hearst was being severely criticised 
at that time for his attitude toward 
the war and anyone who stood by 
him came under the most severe 
cormiemnation of the National Se- 
curity League. It was believed a 
new league president should be 
chosen. 

Presenting to the committee rec- 
ords showing the league's expendi- 
tures since its organization, Col. 
Lydecker stated the largest disburse- 
ment had been $471,153.47 for gen- 
eral expenses. and that $13,198.06 
had been spent for publications, and 
$37,326.57 had been placed in six 
special accounts for conducting cam- 
paigns, paying speakers, purchasing 
French books for soldiers and the 
like. 
The committee adjourned todav 
until January 6, when Col. Lydecker 
will go on the stand again.

True, the 
treaties made will not be binding upon this 
country until approved by two-thirds of the 
Senators present when the treaties are un- 
der consideration: but the Senate will not 
be inclined to set itself up in opposition to 
public opinion and on no subject are the 
peoples of Great Britain, France and the 
United States in more perfect accord than 
on the formation and maintenance of a 
League of Nations to enforce peace. 
Senator Knox has placed himself at the 
head of a Senate coterie which is taking 
the position that a League of Nations 
should not be formed until the peace trea- 
ties are signed. But it is to be observed 
that the opposition of this coterie is not so 
outspoken as it was before President WII. 
son landed in Europe and Clemenceau and 
Lloyd George declared themselves in ac- 
cord with the President concerning the fun- 


damentals of a League of Nations. 


Senator Knox is the peer in knowledge, 
intellect and experience of any American 
Senator. During his term as Secretary of 
State he took an active part in the drafting 
of a number of important peace treaties. 
His public record is such that any state- 
ment from him concerning international 
amity will receive respectful consideration 
from the public. But in his address to the 
Senate Thursday he made the somewhat 
surprising statement that “I, for one, am 
entirely ignorant of what the President 
means by a League of Nations. The Amer- 
ican people do not know.” While Senator 
Knox is unquestionably the best judge of 
his own understanding, The Times must 
respectfully protest against his assertion 
that the American people do not know what

If he wil] but disarm him- 
self of his prejudices and give the case a 
fair hearing on its merits before the bar of 
his own judgment The Times is firmly of 
the opinion that he will find merit as well 
as difficulties in the plan for forming a 
League of Nations to enforce the peace 
treaties when the treaties are themselves 
signed. Conflict of race, nationality and re- 
ligious belief are certain to be present at 
the Peace Congress. Patriotism will come 
to grips with Socialism and Bolshevism, and 
it will not be easy to be just to them that 
have made a mockery of justice. But far 
beneath the surface of discontent there is 
a feeling in the hearts of all free peoples 
that the time has arrived when the inhuman 
custom of settling international disputes on 
a basis of might and not of justice must 
cease. It is not possible that so unanimous 
a sentiment shall fall to find expression in 
just laws. 

No conference ever met confronted by 
more varied difficulties than that which our 
Revolutionary forefathers called to form a 


Bitter racial animosities were in evidence.

time and a republic was regarded as a 
doubtful experiment in government. But 
the cement that bound the colonies togeth- 
er was the Memory of the war through 
which they had just passed and the knowl- 
edge that they must combine for mutual 
defense in order that future wars among 
the States should be avoided. . 

If Senator Knox and others, now deterred 
by the difficulties confronting the formation 
of a League of Nations, will read in the 
light of present events the of our 
own country they will discover that dim. 
culties of at least equal magnitude in the 
past have been met and conquered. It 
must also be remembered that a de facto 
League of Nations exists at the present 
time, and that it has justified its right to 
existence by its signal triumph over armed 
despotism. Germany possessed the great- 
est war machine that any single nation has 
ever produced; but Germany and her bandit 
confederates fell before the armed might 
of the league of free peoples formed to en- 
force a righteous peace. The Peace Con- 
ference which will assemble at Versailles 
in January will represent the most power- 
ful national confederation the world has 
ever known. It is as a de facto League of 
Nations that the United States and the Al- 
Hed nations will meet to draft the treaties 
which Germany and her confederates will 
be privileged to sign. 

That league might well be called a league 
of justice; for the nations will assemble 
to frame peace treaties guaranteeing to 
every people—without reference to race, 
color or previous condition of servitude— 
the right of self government and protection 
against the encroachments of any other peo- 
ple. 

War is an outlaw. The people of all 
peace-loving nations are united in their de- 
termination to put a stop to it. If more 
fighting is necessary to attain that object

“Americanizing’” our foreign-born popula- 
tion, and with well-meant efforts toward 
what is supposed to be the process of 
changing the character and outlook of a 
human being and overcoming generations 
of custom and tradition in a few brief les- 
sons. 

It is true that our foreign-born citizens 
must be made American citizens in reality 
as well as in name. It is of the utmost 
importance to the future of this nation and 
to the well-being of the aliens themselves 
that every man and woman who lives in 
this country shal] speak its language and 
think its thoughts and understand its 
standards of living. 

Our schools, our churches, our govern- 
ment, national and local, are all trying to 
work out shortcut methods of accomplish- 
ing this result. Women’s clubs, philan- 
thropical agencies, the Y.M.C.A. and the 
V. W. C. A. are executing plans for reaching 
into the homes and the minds of our for- 
eign population. 


We in Los Angeles have a large number 
of residents who do not speak English and 
who do not live according to our standards 
of sanitation, of comfért or of morals. Our 
schools, through night schools especially, 
and through home teachers are doing fine 
work in reaching out to help these people 
to learn what we deem necessary to make 
them desirable citizens and residents of 
our city and our country. Our health 
board, through its doctors, nurses and pub- 
lic clinics, is initiating them by precept 
and by practice into the rudiments, at 
least, of sanitary living and care of their 
own health and of the hegith of their chil- 
dren. The maternity. and tuberculosis clin- 
ics, maintained by the city health depart- 
ment and physicians, are vital factors in 
teaching the first principles of healthy liv- 
ing and in saving lives otherwise doomed 
by ignorance. 

The housing commission and health de- 
partment, by insisting: upon better condf- 
tions in the houses and tenements occu- 
pied by foreigners, have given practical les- 
sons. The Los Angeles Young Women’s 
Christian Association keeps a number of 
women, speaking the various languages, 
constantly at work among our foreign-born 
population. These women go into’ the 
homes, learn the problems and the needs 
of individuals and find a remedy for them. 
Their work varies from arranging a wed- 
ding or a funeral, writing a letter or trans- 
lating a message, to finding employment 
for those needing it and planning a fiesta 
or a picnic. One of them in a recent report 
named fifty different organizations with 
which she had co-operated in solving the 
questions arising out of her work among 
the Mexican residents of the city. Another 
of these workers is not only bringing Amer- 
ican ideals and methods into the homes of 
the Slavic citizens of our community—she 
is doing an equally valuable work in bring- 
ing to Americans a knowledge of the his- 
tory and character of the various Slav 
Peoples. 

Here is one of the keys to genuine Amer- 
icanization. We not only need to educate 
the stranger in our land as to our history, 
our standards and ideals—we need to learn 
ourselves something of hig past, his miad 
and his hopes. But the master-key, the. 
thing which will the soonest and the most 
effectively ke a real American out of 
any kind of man, is the example before his 
eyes—the American men and women who 
are themselves living up to their preach- 
ing. When the foreigner receives under- 
standing, justice and fair treatment from 
his employer, from his neighbors, from the 
authorities with whom he comes in con- 
tact; when he learns the right meaning of 
the words “liberty,” “equality,” “freedom” 
from seeing them éxemplified in the life of 


the community into which he is thrown 


then we shall get an “Americanization” 
which will go deeper than the surface and 
which will make the true type of citizen out 
of the poorest material. 

We have seen this proven, on a large 
scale, in the earlier days of immigration 
when the newcome immigrant located on 
the land, often in a neighborhood settled 
by enterprising pioneers of our own produc- 
tion. To these early settlers from foreign 
shores the United States owes a large 
debt; their descendants are today one of 
the strongest elements in our nation. 

But the immigrants of the past quarter- 


century have been of another type and have 


lived under conditions entirely different 
from the freedom and equality of the vast 


land spaces of the nineteenth-century ven- 


turer. Crowded into our cities, they have 
been, to a large extent, isolated from the 
influence of our ordinary American life. 
And we, blindly, permitted “Ghettos” to 
grow up and fester in our midst, only at- 


tempting to overcome their inevitable pol 


son by superficia] and spasmodic charit 
and by depending upon the children traine 
in our public schools to become good citi- 
zens—by inoculation. 

The mobilization of the man power of 
the country revealed as never before the 
weakness of permitting foreign-speaking 
and thinking peoples to continue th this 
country as utterly alien after years of resi- 
dence and, in many cases, of citizenship, as 
when they landed at Ellis Island or crossed 
the border from Mexico. | 

The men who have passed through our 
training camps and served with our army 
have had a tremendous demonstration of 
what being an American citizen can mean. 
It is safe to say that every one of them 
is now a better man, physically and mor- 
ally, and a better citizen for the training. 
It is also true that many of them have, 
for the first time, gained a real idea of 
what this country stands for and of what 
we mean by “liberty.” Now it is for us 
to continue in civilian life the good work 
illustrated so well in our military lite. 
And it is not only the discipline and the 
training of the army that have done more 
in a few months than years of residence 
accomplished. ‘It is the tremendous awak- 
ening of the American people themselves 
to a new realization of what “Americaniza- 
tion” means; ft ie the new conceptions and

terim holder of the office when pres- 
ident of the Privy Council, The 
Marquis is of blue blood, descend- 
ants of thirty-one generations of 
Myoto nobles, who outrank the dai- 
myo, or territorial nobility; and his 
exquisite home is at the old capital. 
It is said that the Marquis is apt to 
weary of state affairs and return 
with avidity to the quiet of his villa 
and gardens. Sent to France to 
study just before the fall of the sec- 
ond empire, he spent over ten years 
there, and his proclivities have ever 
since been French. Indeed he im- 
bibed advanced politica] theories 
there which have often harmonized 
ill with his hereditary bureaucratic 
leanings. He was in this country 
in 1882, with the Ito commission, 
studying parliamentary institutions, 
and was later Minister first at Vien- 
na and then at Berlin. So distaste 
ful, however, was the atmosphere of 
the German capital that he spent 
most of bis time in gay Paris. A 
brilliant man, with a long diplomat- 
ic and parliamentary career, he has 
been described as “a Rosebery and 
a Lucullus in one.” 

With him is a former Japanese 
Minister to Rome, Baron Makino, 
son of one of the ablest and best 
of the heroes of the Restoration of 
1868. The Baron has served in the 
Foreign Office and also as Minister 
of Education and is of tried capac- 
ity.

His Paris colleague, Mr. K. Matsui, 
got his law training at the Imperial 
University of Tokio and in 1894 came 
to this country to be second secre- 
tary of legation at Washington. He 
was later transferred to Peking and 
then to London, so that his diplo- 
matic experience has lasted the 
quarter of a century. 

The fifth member of the commis- 
sion is the veteran business man of 
Japan, who quite recently visited 
this country—Baron Shibusawa. He 
is father of the banking system of 
the empire, and for almost a gener- 
ation was chairman of the Tokio 
Chamber of Commerce. Now ap- 
proaching his 80th year, he is still 
hale and active, and this high honor
